PARIS eOct. 25—Germany has taken 
a@ new and extremely important move 
in appealing to the Reparations Com- 
mission to examine its resources and 
its capacity to pav, in accordance with 
the terms of the Treaty of Versailles.

the present condition of Germany. It 


. Says that in January the “German Gov- 


ériment informed the commission 
that on account of the occupation of 
the Ruhr district it was necessary to 
suspend deliveries to the powers par- 
ticinating in that occupation. 

Theycommission responded that it 
considered all the earlier requests of 
Germany for a new settlement as fall- 
ing to the ground and the full sched- 
ule of payments of 1921 remained in 
force. But, continues the note, the 
German Government havigg on Sept. 
26 invited the population of the occu- 
pied territories to renounce passive 
resistance, and having withdrawn the 
ordinances and instructions concern- 
ing that resistance, its decision rela- 
tive to the suspension of deliveries is 
also withdrawn, and the Governmen: 
fundamentally, that 
it is ready to resume all payments 
Stipulated by the Treaty to the allied 
powers. 

Situation Is Unchanged 


This axiomatic declaration does not, 
however, alter facts, for the note con- 
tinues that in view of the change of 
situation in Germany since January, 
and tle‘ present economic situation. 
the German Government is in fact 
unable to find funds necessary either 
or the payment in cash or in kind. 
It lays emphasis upon the results of 
the occupation of the Ruhr and the 
s°paration of the Rhineland territw- 
ries, and ‘the Ruhr Valley from the 
rest of Germany.

MRS. PINCHOT WOULD REMOVE 


ENFORCEMENT FROM POLITICS 


Tells Wellesley School of Politics Dry Law Is Greatest 
Issue Before America 


WELLESLEY, Oct. 26 (Special)— 
“One of the biggest questions before 
women today, both economically and 


politically, is the great problem of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, -which, of 
course, is closely related to the ques- 
tion of law enforcement, than which 
there is no other issue before the 
American people today of more im- 
portance,” Mrs. Gifford Pinchot de- 
clared last night in the closing session 
of the School of Politics and Govern- 
ment held at Wellesley College, under 
the auspices of the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters. 

Prior to the meeting Mrs. Pinchot in 
an interview with a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor, con- 
demned as “shameless” the haughti- 
ness which would treat lightly the en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. She insisted that “if we are go- 
ing to allow people to choose which 
laws they would obey, and which they 
might violate with impunity, there was 
no telling where we might end.” 

When asked to state the fundamental 
difference between the enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment and those 
relating to the Negro’s constitutional 
right to vote, she said, with convic- 
tion: 

The ‘question of Negro suffrage is 
quite a different thing. There we had 
a law forced upon a large part of the 
population as a part of a post-war pro- 
gram. As agmatter of fact, the Four- 


teenth and Fifteenth Amendments were 
‘put into the Constitution, and their ac- 


ceptance by a vast section of our coun- 
try too weak longer to resist compelled. 
As soon as the northern military author- 
ities relaxed their hold, the whole thing 
crumbled because it was not based upon 
consent. But in the case of prohibition, 
we have an entirely different story.

In answer to the question as to how 
‘she believed enforcement could be 
brought about, Mrs. Pinchot replied: 

Genérally speaking, there will be no 
effective enforcement of prohibition un- 
til the service is taken out of politics. 
There has got to be a violent separation 
of prohibition from patronage. -As long 
as a United States Senator, a Cabinet 
officer, a commitee chairman, -a county 
boss, or an ordinary ward heeler, can 
dictate the appointment of prohibition 
agents on political grounds (as is being 
done every day throughout the coun- 
try), just so long will prohibition fail 
to prohibit.

Maine Gold Hunters 
Wasting Their Time 


Geologist Tells People of State 
Not to Look for It 


ORONO, Me:, Oct. 25 (Special)— 
Because of the quantities of worthless 
rocks sent to the University of Maine 
every year for examination, Prof. 
Lucius Merrill issues a notice to the 
people, of the State not to look for 
gold in Maine. There is gold in the 
State, he says, but it is not worth 
mining. It is in such minute particles 
that a man could not earn more than 
50 cents a day mining it. 

“Pyrites, mica. lumps of coal, ap- 
parently dropped from freight cars, 
feldspar and limestone are the most 
numerous contributions,” he _ says. 
“Iron pyrites, known ever since Eng- 
lish explorers filled a ship with it, and 
which was called ‘fool's gold,’ con- 
tinues to delude many people in 
Maine. The mistake is needless be- 
cause the color of gold and pyrites' 
differs, pyrites being brilliant and, 
very hard, while gold is dull and re-.

SHOW ZAGHLUL PASHA’S SUCCESS 


First Stage of Elections Forecasts Outcome— Liberals and 
Nationalists in Egypt Prepare Too Late for Struggle 


CAIRO, Oct. & (Special Correspond- 
ence)—The initial stage of Kgypt's 
first parliamentary elections. the bal- 
loting for elector delegates, recently 
took place. All the electors of the 
country had been divided up into 
‘groups of 30. each group consisting, 
/so far as possible, of neighbors who 
all knew each other personally. The 
proceedings consisted of the selection, 
by each group, of one voter, to repre- 
sent the 30 at the elections proper. 

The system of election in two stages 
has been in use in Egypt since the 
institution of the first form of repre- 
sentative Government, -nearly 100 
years ago. Its purpose is to avoid the 
danger of a 90 per cent iiliterate 
electorate having a direct voice in the 
election of the country’s governing 
bodies. The theory of the system is 
that the 30 electors will select from 
among themselves the one” man 
by education and training is 
fitted to exercise the vote. 

In practice the scheme has previ- 
ously worked out morevor less as its 
framers intended. But at this balio:- 
ing there were innumerable instances 
of the voters choosing as their electo-: 
(delegate men who could not by any 
stretch of the imagination be con- 
sidered the most enlightened of the 
groups from which they were drawn. 
For instance, a former Minister of 
Education received few votes, while 
his cook, in the same eronup as Nis 
master, Was chosen as the elector 
delegate. Adly Pasha Yeghen, who 
has been and may again be Prime 
Minister, was rejected by his group 
in fayor of a messenger in a Govern- 
ment office, earning £4 a month. 

Many similar instances have heen 
reported. In part they are an indica- 
the new democratic spirit 
which is growing up in Egypt, but stil! 
more they are evidence of the success 
which attended the Zachlulist organi- 
zation in their attempt to make the 
voting for the elector delegates as 
much a matter of party as the fina! 
atage of the elections.

For the 
most part their artistic insinuations 
seem less consequential each yéar. It 
is a period of strange disturbances, 
this first quarter of the century, in 
which disorder and dissonance have 
outgrown their ordinary limits. Much 
that is foolish and fossilized in art has 
been shown up, and much that is 
sensitive to subtler modes of thought 
has been brought forth. 

The well-known hospitality of these 
galleries ig baim to many a beginner 
in the ways of the art world. Perhaps 
generosity exceeds careful selection, 
but the spirit is strong in a progres- 
sive sense. There is nothing particu- 
larly startling here for this initial 
show; rather is it a sort of genial 
house-warming. The pictures are 
hung in friendly relation to attractive 
furniture, banishing the postage- 
stamp-album look that appalls so 
many visitors to art galleries. A few 
of the more memorable items that dot 
this by-way of modernism are a fluent, 
informing June landscape -_by John 
Carroll, a quaint milking scene by 
Yasuo Yuniyoshi featuring one of his 
ubiquitous brown cows, a bright tran- 
scription of the Riviera by John Noble, 
a light-shot impression of Washington 
Square, New York, by Jules Marilac, 
three fantasies by Middleton Manigault 
less primitive than usual, an up-to- 
date picnic painted by Bror Nordfelt, 
and a prim and meticulous vision of 
skyscrapers by G. Ault. More sub- 
stantial fare is bound to follow as the 
season progresses; the present show 
serves as a sort of relish. 

Louls Betts’ Portraits 

The Howard Young Galleries, for- 
merly a St. Louis house with eastern 
affiliation, but for the last five years 
mainly centered in New York, are in 
their present new quarter g, not far re- 
moved from their former galleries. The 
opening exbibition is of portraits by 
Louis Betts. His is a full-fledged art, 
robust, hearty and vigorous, an art that 
has grown during 20 odd years ox ac- 
tive performance to a considerable ma- 
turity. It is conventional portraiture, 
with occasional flights and occasional 
Japses; there is often a strong sense 
of the so-called presentation portrait 
in his exhibition which is perhaps 
pardonable when the vicissitudes of 
the portraitist are considered. 

But Mr. Betts too easily falls. into 
a-ready formula for flesh, draperies 
aud background to escape having these 
factr emphasized. The finely charac- 
terized portrait of Henry Parton hangs 
in unhappy contrast to the uninspired

presentment of George Eastman. The 
very attractive “Boy with Orange” is 
miles ahead of the picture-box Laim- 
beer children, posing English style 
in a shadowy nere. “Mre. Howard 
Young” is an ective arrangemeni 
of sitter with landscape ‘background, 
but the subjects as a whole—even the 
sweeping “Elizabeth Betts of Wortham” 
--have the self-conscious appearance 
of posing for their portraits. Mr. 
Betts is a National Academician, and 
has a long list of well-known sitters on 
his books, with the majority from 


Chicago where most of his boyhood 


was spent. 


Sihert’s Water Colors 
opening exhibition at the 
S r Galleries introduces another 
painter who hails from Chicago, but 
whose canvases and. water colors have 
arrived from Paris and serve to intro- 
duce him for the first time to the New 
York public. He is Ben Silbert, “de 
Chicago,” as the catgjlogue has it. The 
modern French manner which ts veer- 
ing toward careful and concise state- 
ment of form and at the same time 
preserving its independence of old- 
fashioned representation, is clearly 
seen in Mr. Sibert’s water colors, 
which have decided originality and 
vigor. His oils might have been done 
by most any young painter of similiar 
persuasions. A _ portrait of Maurice 
Raynal seated at his writing table 
with a book-shelf background is most 
ably carried through, as are the like- 
nesses of several children in outdoor 
settings. Sometimes a too great pallor 
and casualness of treatment interferes 
}with his style, which is really incisive 
and interesting ‘at its best, as in the 
well-composed courtyard with central 
tree overshadowing a-crisply deline- 
ated week’s wash on' the line. 

The Macbeth Galleries open for the 

thirty-third season with a group of 
paintings represeritative of the all- 
Americah character of this house. 
A. Blakelock, George Inness, Homer 
| Martin, J. Francis Murphy, D. W. 
| Tryon and A. H. Wyant belong to the 
older group of loéal landscapists, who 
took the Barbizon tradition into the 
simple confines of New England and 
made melodious harmonies fram its 
woods and meadows. Bruce Crane, 
Ben Foster, Charles H. Davis, A. P.

AKRON, O., Oct, 20 (Special Corre- 
spondence) — “The Government, in its 
present survey of rubber-growing pos- 
sibilities in the United‘ States, hasn't 
nearly the lem that faced agricul- 
tural expe years ago, when beets 
were being considered as sugar pro- 
ducers,” said Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry C. Wallace, in a talk here before 
a group, of rubber men. 

The agricultural department chief

Dean of Durham is obviously 
aman of war. At least, I strongly 
#™ suspect it—the way he trailed his 
coat and brandished his shillalah at 
the recent meeting of.the British As- 
sociation. Thwack! thwack! thwack’' 
on the devoted heads of the teachers! 
I doubt if such a drubbing was 
ever administered to any organized 
profession before. The onslaught was 
comprehensfve, and just because it was 
comprehensive its effect was in in- 

verse proportion to its violence. 

The dean should have remembered 
Burke's saying that you cannot draw 
up an indictment against a whole peo- 
ple, and have realized that the same 
warning applies to an attack on a 
whole profession. For if it had any 
justification the fault would obviously 
- lie with the State. A little reflection 
shows, I think, that just as each indi- 
vidual gets out of life very much what 
he puts into life, so each State reaps 
value from its educational system ac- 
cording as it has sown in the first 
instance, 

That many teachers are of little use 
is true enough. It would be a miracle 
were it otherwise. 

A Method of Yesterday — 

Let us for a moment consider the 
method of selection hitherto employed. 
1 am referring particularly to elemen- 
tary teachers. Up to quite recently a 
“clever” boy or girl in an elementary 
schoo] was picked out from his com- 
peers. He was given an intensive 
“education” at the elementary school, 
crammed through an unenlightened 


examination, sent on to a training col- ,0 


lege to be prepared for his vocation 
among hundreds of others of the 
same social class and the same early 
education as himself. What is this 
but a vicious system of “inbreeding’’? 

A great reform was certainly intro- 
duced about 10 years ago when an 
attempt was made to provide for all 
elementary teachers some previous 
education in a secondary school. The 
results were not altogether satisfac- 
tory. It was a time when there was 
a great increase in the number of 
appointments to the lower branches 
of the Civil Service. Consequently 
most of the “promising” elementary 
scholars in the secondary schools pre- 
ferred a Civil Service career. It wasa 


time too of the multiplying of second-‘ 


ary schools. Consequently those worag 
pupils who had originally intended to 
become elementary teachers, and who 
had in many cases received bursaries 
or probation allowances to that end, 
after a few years’ experience of the 
freer atmosphere of the secondary 
school diverted themselves or were 
diverted into secondary’ teaching, 
where there were many vacancies. The 
result was that the secondary schools 
did not produce an adequate number 
of recruits for the elementary side.

cilities and personnel comparable with 
those in the larger cities. 

Nearly 5,000,000 school children are 
today attending » one-teacher, 
schools. They are being doubly pen- 
alized. Not only are their buildings 
generally inadequate but, more im- 
portant still, the quality of instruc- 
tion they receive is undeniably poor. 
Although they represent 25 per cent 
of the country’s school population, 
they command the services of. less 
than 65 per cent of the country’s 
trained teachers. For the most-part 
they are taught by young women who 
are just out of high school and who 
know nothing about the art of teach- 
mg even if they do know something 
about the subjects they are to teach. 

In Iowa an attempt is being made 
to get rid of this costly method of 
obtaining experience. - Through its 
Teachers’ College the state is offering 
a course designed specifically to pre- 
pare young women for work in rural 
schools. Throughout the course the 
fact is not once lost sight of that the 
rural teacher, to be successful, must 
understand not only rural children 
but rural fathers and mothers and 
conditions which obtain in’ the ayer~ 
age rural village.

HE constantly increasing. propor- 
tion-of Americans obtaining . at 
least a part of their education in 
France is. strikingly evident -each 
year as thé French schools and uni-. 
versities reopen. Hundreds of Amer- 
ican children are admitted to the 
lycées and private institutions. In 
Paris especially particular provisions 
have been made for their comfort and 
instruction. But the provinces are not 
lacking in boarding and day schools, in 
some cases headed by English-speak- 
ing masters, where the pupils receive 
the thorough education they have come 
t@ seek and where they acquire good 
fluent French. Many parents choose 
the lycées or colleges which are under 
state control and where their sons 
and daughters undergo the same ex- 
periences as the French pupils. 

In time for the resumption of 
classes at the Sorbonne and else- 
where, the American University Union 
has taken up its new abode on 
the Boulevard Saint-Germain. Prof.. 
Algernon Coleman of the University 
of Chicago is for this year director 
ef the union, succeeding Prof. Paul 
Van Dyke. The union is now at its 
busiest. Hundreds of young Amer- 
icans have come to seek advice from 
Professor Coleman, and to be an edu- 
adviser is’ no light task. 
Professor Coleman has had previous 
experience of French education dur- 
ing the war, when he came. gover as 
the executive secretary of the Army 
Educational Commission. He is able 
to give all sorts of information about 
French schools and universities. 

Many students regret that the union 
was obliged to quit its cozy corner 
facing the Luxembourg Gardens in 
which they so loved to stroll and 
dream. But the new home provides 
twice as much space—and more space 
was badly needed on account of- the 
union’s constantly increasing activi- 
ties. It is thought of organizing a- 
series “ef informal lectures followed 
by discussions. ‘There is planned a 
reception of the professors of the 
Paris University and a reception of 
the professors of the provincial uni-

meeting in Paris. Visits to the mu- 
seums and lectures will be organized 
in the course of the season. 
Professor Coleman wishes to keep 
in close touch with the American pro- 
fessors who come over to France as 
lecturers. .He intends to hold with 
them frequent gatherings where all 
sorts of educational problems can be 
discussed. Professor Coleman also 
desires to be of more service to the 
students in their postgraduate work.

education in Great Britain are

The twentieth report of the Workers’ 
‘Educational Association is good read-

and students’ greups have increased 
greatly and the students, despite .all 
the: economic dépression, have gone 
up in numbers gpm’ more than 1000 
a year. 
In the London district research 
work is being carried on by a num- 
ber of students in “Social History 
from 1760,” and a point of interest is 
the free admission of the advanced 
classes in economics to the internal 
university lectures at the London 
School of Economics. 
All over the country, and markedly

_And when we think of the effort en- 
tailed in attending classes after many 
hours of industrial labor, it must «be 
concéded, that no mere fashion or 
vanity can prompt the students.

Each boy and 
girl at a suitable age—this varies, 
naturally, with the individual—is 
given the entire charge of an animal: 
and consider what is learnt thereby 
in the most natural manner—a sense 
of responsibility, punctuality, ac- 
curacy, regularity, the importance of 
a good memory and acute observation. 
These children love their animals and 
they realize quickly that failure in 
any of these things means suffering 
to their charges; they learn also to 
do cheerfully, as a matter of course, 
hard and often rather disagreeable 
work, such as cleaning the sheds, go- 
ing out in afl weathers, getting up 
early and perhaps giving up some 
pleasure if it interferes with the 
animal's feeding time. 
| The girls and boys clad in cordu- 
|roys in winter and smocks in summer 
go about thefr farm work in thor- 
oughly workmanlike fashion; they 
love this outdoor education which 
makes them feel they are doing really 
useful work. “I much prefer farm 
work to games,” said one sturdy dam- 
sel who was devoted to cows and 
loved making their shed clean and 
sweet. 

There are organized games at the 
Farmhouse School, but Miss « Fry 
thinks the modern school is some- 
‘what inclined to make a fetish of 
them. “Outdoor activity with an ob- 
ject in view is better than the play- | 
ing of games and the winning of| 
matches. This farm work gives the 
young folk so many intelligent sub- | 
jects to think about and talk about, 
topics of vital interest in the great 
world and not just in the world of 
school. We have all kinds of inter- 
esting discussions and are not forever 


Miss Fry to her pupils, 


thrown back on games for a conver- 
sational topic.”’ 

“Bach should, as it were, put back 
on the breakfast or dinner table what 
he or she took off it,” is a good work- 
ing motto for the youth of today who 
have to face a very different world 
from that known to their fathers. 
Elementary economics and civics are 
taught to the elder pupils and the 
ideal of true citizenship is based upon 
economic work. All those in charge of 
the animals keep accurate accounts of 
their cost, these being audited in the 
orthodox manner. A small business is 
carried on for the sale of milk, cream, 
eggs and butter and in this way the 
young people get a real understand- 
ing of what business means. The very 
careful bookkeeping of these young 
farmers was recently highly praised 
by a high educational authority. 

‘The children are encouraged to be 
‘as economical as possible with their 
clothes, to spend little on luxuries 
and to develop resources which are 
independent of money. Informal talks 
take place on the right use of money, 
the responsibilities attaching to wealth 
and the relations between employers 
and employee. 


The International Outlook 


This school is presided over by. a 
daughter of the English first delegate 
to the last international! conference at 
The Hague. It is fitting therefore that 
knowledge of international questions 
is encouraged, this interest being mada 
all the more living by the presence 
of teachers and pupils from foreign 
countries. 

The carefully chosen and well 
stocked library provides plenty of in- 
teresting reading and all are en- 
couraged: always to have at least one 
serious book on hand. 

Lately the “Life of Booker T. Wash- 
ington” and Trevelyan’s “Garibaldi” 
have been read aloud and have aroused 
much interest. Competition and rush 
are replaced by co-operation and 
quiet, steady work. 

The spiritual side of life is not 
neglected. The beauty of religion is 
directed to making religion an integ- 
ral part of; the child’s daily life. The 
truth is imeulcated that it is by right 
relations-to our neighbors that we are 
able to show the best service to God. 
“Laborare est orare.” To make true 
religion and what Ruskin «described 
as “vital economics” walk hand in 
hand seems to be the aim of the Farm- 
house Se hool.

the problems of sense, and in a meas- 
‘ure are grateful for whatever bless- 


This egotism finds fault even with 
little things; is pleased with trifies; 
but radiates no joy. It’is a mentality 
which causes unhappiness by taking 
the sunlight out of days that would 
otherwise be bright. It tefids to grow 
until it saps completely the happiness 
éf the one indulging it. The victim of 
such an erroneous mentality must first

The healing balm for unkindness is 
lové, expressed in kindness. Well may 
we remember what is written in Prov- 
erbs of the virtuous woman: “She 
openeth her mouth with wisdom; and 
in ‘her tongue is the law of kindness.” 
Since kindness has law supporting it, 
we may well rejoice in finding that itis 
scientific. Mrs. Eddytelis us in “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures” (p. 407): “Christian Science is 
the sovereign panacea, giving strength 
to the weakness of mortal mind,— 
strength from the immiortal and om- 
nipotent Mind,—and lifting humanity 
above itself into purer desires, even 
into spiritual power and good-will to 
man.” 

Faultfinding is the opposite of good- 
finding. It is a false mental tendency 
which can be readily overcome by 
watchfulness and the refusal to be 
deceived by the self-satisfaction it 
claims to give the offender. True sym- 
pathy with another's problems can be 
secured only by true appreciativun of 
our own success in overcoming our 
defects; and this sympathy will never 
be expressed in unkindness. Christian 
Science corrects and governs thinkinc 
so completely that faultfinding 
stopped before it reaches the lips, the 
tendeney being destroyed; and so only 
kindmess and thoughtfulness are ex- 
pressed. 

There are several simple steps to be 
taken in overcoming this error. — It 
mast first be seen as altogether un- 
profitable; and then there must be the 
willingness to overcome it. These two 
steps taken, the way is open to ad- 
vance’to its destruction through the 
recognition of its unreality. Knowledge 
of the unfeality of all evil is reached 
by understanding the allness of the one 
Mind, God, that Mind which creates all, 
and whose creation is good. Through 
this understanding, we have the power 
to destroy whatever is nat good, as 
readily as we correct a mistake in the 
practice of mathematics. In this way

Officially the French Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs has been able to’ deny all connection with the 
separatists, but in all the speeches M. Poincaré has 
made, denying charges of imperialism and protesting that 
France does not want one inch of German territory, has 
he once said that he wants to see German unity preserved ? 

In this attitude he has’ but followed the example of 
his predecessors, from Clemenceau to. Briand. During 
the war the French radicals said they were not opposed 
to German unity being ecbntinued, but no premier has 
said the same. When General Mangin, soldier-like, 
started to aid-the separatist movement in the Rhineland 
with military means, he was recalled by Premier Clemen- 
ceau to Paris’and revoked from his command, Last sum- 
mer Dr. Dorten came to Paris to learn Where he stood, 
but M. Poincaré would not receive him.

shown that.without adequate rewards in the way of 
pay and assuréd positions it.is difficult to recruit the 
ranks from the high schools and colleges. 

The difficulty thus far seems to have been that the 
public, the taxpayers who foot the bills and arrange the 
budgets, have not gained a proper appreciation of the 
teacher’s work. There has been a lack of that co-opera- 
tion without which the desired standard of excellence 
can never be realized. Miss Jones belie¢ves that when a 
majority of the teachers have gained a right appreciation 
of their own value and of the importance of their work 
to the community and to the state, the laity will be 
awakened to a like realization. | 

Closer co-operation among educators is declared to 
be a present urgent need. It is pointed out that this-lack 
has prevented the sharing of ‘available benefits where 
progressive methods have been successfully worked out 
by individual schools or the schools of a single city. This 
failure to co-Operate, according to Miss Jones, is trace- 
able directly to ignarance among the teachers them- 
selves—ignorance of the needs of schools in other places 
and of their opportunities to help. 

Now this New York teacher proposes to uttlize, 
through co-operation, the methods which have been 
proved by experience to be progressive and benefigial. 
In her capacity as president of the national] organization 
of edticators she has appointed committees, representa- 
tive of every state of the Union, which will, she hopes, 
“solve these problems in a national way.” She would 
no Jonger permit the teacher to be the pawn of political 
caprice, but would assure to the conscientious worker a 
Axed tenure pf office. In addition she would provide a 
Suitable retirement fund for teachers who have served 
long and acceptably. Thus she would dignity the pro- 
fessidh and attract to.it those whose ideals would raise 
it at once from the sordid level of a mere occupation.

“A British Onlooker’s Diary |

Lonpon, Oct. 24—Even the most cautious critics here 
speak of the German situation as one of danger. Briefs 
described, the effort of the German Government may be said 
to-be to maintain at all costs the adherence of Bavaria to the 
Reich. With this object the Socialists have been almost excluded 
from the Government, or at least placed in positions so subor- 
dinate to the various bourgeoisie groups—that is, the Roman 
Catholics and ‘the anti-Socialists—that Bavaria is virtually pre- 
sented with the spectacle of a middle-class Government. 

Unfortunately, the central Government has been compelled 
to leat so heavily against the Socialists as to put Saxony, 
where the Communists and Socialists have practically joined 
hands and: aré very strong, in a state of almost open revolt. 
‘This mischief has occurred without any real conciliation of 
Bavaria, while the French pressure is as relentless as ever. 

All. that I. hear of the interview between M. Poincare and 
Herr von Hoesch confirms the accounts that have reached 
here of the French Premier’s cold, harsh demeanor. In effect. 
M. Poincaré told the German charge d'affaires in Paris that 
he did not believe the story of Germany’s inability to pay; that 
there were ample resources in the Ruhr.and that the industrial- 
ists would be forced to’.produce them. For every refusal to 
do so a mine would be seized, and in fact this is the policy 
which has beer¥ pursued. Nor would the French Premier listen 
to any. Suggestion of a new German offer of reparations, made 
thgough the medium of the Reparations Commission. On the 
contrary, | am told, he brusquely said that if any such offer 
were made it would -be_ refused, in no way disguising his 
knowledge that the Reparations Commission merely awaited 
the commands of French policy. 

> + > 

Naturally these tidings have produced a very considerable 
stiffening of policy and feeling here, and it is safe to say that 
the Government is considering the question of a definite asser- 
tion of British policy. In view of the rapid spread of the 
separatist movement in the Rhineland, the question of the 
attitude which we shall observe toward it in Cologne becomes» 
urgent. It has been suggested, | believe without any truth, 
that the British officials in Cologne favor a policy of assimi- 
Jating our administration with the French one. In practice, 
this means that we are to assist the separatist movement until 
the time is ripe for the proclamation of a Rhineland republic. 
] believe nothing can be further from the present intentions of 
the British Government. But.events move so swiftly that, what- 
ever may be the will of the Ministry here, a united Germany 
may have ceased to exist before it can be effectively exercised. 

No doybt an economic solution, very favorable to the 
French, almost ruinous to Germany, and extremely damaging 
to British trade, may be arrived at. ‘This, more than annexa- 
tion, is the aim of the..French industrialists, whose proposition 


+ te Germany is, I understand, that thé German industrialists 


must make it their first object to bring the output of the 
Ruhr furnaces up to its maximum of 8,000,000 tons. _ If this 
demand is met, France retaining the administration of the 
railways, General Degoutte will, no doubt, be instructed to 
give facilities for restarting the Ruhr industries. But the 
question at once arises, who is to pay for these deliveries? The 
German Government neither can nor will, and it remains to 
be seen whether the industfialists will be induced to do it; prac- 
tically on. French credit. The Germans recognize that this 
is the end of the political and-economic ryo amare: of the © 
Ruhr. France will have become master of German industry, 
no less than a very formidable competitor of the British steel 
industry. It is useless predicting what can emerge frem such 
a storm as has now broken over western Europe, but at least 
‘a temporary lull may at any moment spring from this quarter. 
Mr. Sydney Brooks’ impressive protest in The Times against 
British rumrunning off the American coasts has been strongly in- 


. dorsed by Professor Pollard, the historian. Professor Pollard entirely 


supports Mr. Brooks’ contention that there is nothing sacred about 
the three-mile limit and adds a warning that this adventure in 
“filthy lucre’- may in the end cost the country far more than the 
3.900.000 it had to pay for its moral share in the work of the 
Alabama... A strong party in serious England, by which I do not 
mean prohibitionist England, will be found behind these remon- 
strances. It is certain that we should never permit the invasion of 
our coasts by a fleet of American ships engaged in smuggling a 
drug, the sale and manufacture of which had been forbidden by 
Parliament. But what is felt particularly dangerous is that the 
odious character of this traffic: makes it difficult for Congress to 
tolerate it, or to pass any amending legislation. In this case a 
serious conflict would open up between the two countries, a con- 
flict in which Great Britain would be as morally and fegally wrong 
as she was.over the’ Alabama. At present this situation has been 
left almbst ‘without reserve in the hands of the Government, but 
pyblic opinion is beginning to move. 

. Mr. Spender’s life of Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, which is 
now published, contains two points of interest. First, is the state- 
ment that “C.-B.,” while assepting to the “conversations” in 1907 
between the French and British officers, did so with considerable 
misgiving and told Lord Ripon that he did not like “the stress 
laid wpon joint preparations.” Mr. Spender also says that General 
Botha, referring to “C.-B.’s” famous phrase, “methods of barbarism,” 
as applied to the concentration camps in South Africa, -declared: 
“These three words made peace and union in South Africa.” 

The exhibition of British primitive painting at Burlington 
House—a very difficult job for what one might .call compilers— 
leaves a somewhat confusing impression. Art is no moré immortal 
than ather human activities, and the artistic achievement of Great 
‘Britain in painting, embroidery, and alabaster carving ‘between the 
twelfth and the early sixteenth centuries has been particularly sub- 
ject to the deriding agencies of ignorance, Puritan intolerance, 
neglect, and restoration, not to mention the more merciful processes 
of time. The salvage, therefore, is fragmentary. Then again the 
transition from the Romanesque of the Byzantine period to the 
Gothic, the transference of artistic control from clerical] to lay energy, 
and from a general power of craftsmanship to specialism at the 
end of the thirteenth century, together with sporadic invasions of 
Carolingian, Flemish and other continental influences, prevent any 
real unity of effect. The illuminated manuscripts, the wonderful 
Winchester Bible, the Gorleston Psalter of the fine East Anglian 
School, a richly painted Apocalypse of the middle of the thirteenth 
century, a later Book of Hours of use in Sarum, in which even the 
knots and graining of the Wood of the building are painted in, are, 
in my opinion, the best things in the exhibition.
